Neither 
4- were they at all prepared to receive it, for they had 
er | no knowledge in theScriptures, ſo as thereby their Un- 
0 derſtandings could not have been convinced: And 
e | likewiſe had God then brought forth the right un- 
derſtanding of the knowledge of his Word by them, 
then God had increaſed knowledge before the pro- 
miſed time, the which was to be at the time of the 
End: At which time, the new thing prophecied of 
was to be as a Sign thereof. And it is for want of 
a better underſtanding in the Scriptures makes the * 
Truth now ſo little reliſhable with many good 
meaning People, by reaſon of the falſe Notions they 
"Have received. For when the Chriſtians took the 
Ne Teſtament in contradiction to the Old, they 
fell into great Darkneſs. For God never ſent his 
Ion, nor the Servants of his Son, to contradidt 
| hat he had before declared by the Prophets. And 
it is ſaid, To the Law, and to the Teſtimony; if they 
ſpeak not according to this Word, it is becauſe there is no 
Light in them, Iſai. 8. 20. Therefore the Apoſtle ex- 
horts, To be mindful of the wrods of the Prophets, 2 Pet. 3. 2. 
Of which Scriptures St. Paul ſaith, They are able to 
make wiſe unto Salvation, through Faith in Chriſt Teſus, 
2 Tim. 3. 15. That the Man of God may be perfect, 
thoroughly furniſhed nnto all good Works, Verſ. 17. And 
the Apoſtle, ſpeaking of the Vigon which he ſaw in 
the Mount, which was a Type of the Glory that 
was to follow, faith, Me have alſo à more ſure Word of 
Prophecy, whe: e anto je do well that ye take heed, 2 Pet. 
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1. 19. This St. Peter ſaith, not only becauſe the 
Meſſiah's Kingdom was more plainly ſet down by the 
Prophets; but that alſo he foreſaw by the Prophe- 
cies, and by the Spirit of Prophecy, that the Gen- 
tiles would depart from the Faith, and ſay, Where i; 
the Promiſe of his Coming? 2 Pet. 3. 4. And ſince, 
many of the Nations that embraced Faith, have fal- 
len quite back again to Heatheniſm; and other Na- 
tions retaining the form of Godlineſs, but denying 
the Power of it, and what God hath declared of him- 
ſelf in his Word, and of the World to come. © _ 
And as for thoſe that will not permit the written Word of 
the Scripture, co be called the Word of God, as well as 
Chriſt is called the Word of God: I, for their better Infor- 
mation, have here put down theſe following Quotations: The 
Sword of the Spirit, which is the Word of God, Eph. 6. 17. 
Let the Word of Chris dwell in you, Col. 3.16. Nor as the 
Mord of God had taken none effect, Rom. 9. 6..It was ne- 
eſſary thut the Mord of God ſhould firt have been ſpoken 
to you, Acts 13.46, 49.
